Peruvian President Flees 


Aboard Cruiser As Rebels 


Win Government By Coup 


Lima, Pern —CW— Augusto B. 


Leguia, one of the "strong men" of 
South America whose career as pres- 
ident o£ Peru began with popular 
rejoicing following a coup d'etat in 
1929, 
ended 11 years of power today 


and Ced in obscurity toward Pan- 
ama abroad the cruiser Grau. 


Trie 67-year-old president resign- 


ed In consequence of a revolt begun 
in the department of Arequipa last 
week under the directorship of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Sanchez Cerro, and 
today the Peruvian government was 
under control of a military junta 
which already has named a cabinet. 


Leguia made his last public ap- 


pearance and heard frig last ovation 
in Peru yesterday. He had luncheon 
at the home of a son in the mid- 
afternoon and then left for a horse 
race track. He entered the official 
stand, filled with prominent Peru- 
vian figures and diplomats from Bo- 
livia, Venezuela. Ecuador and Chile, 
and this group began an ovation. 


Hardly more than 50 persons were 


in this party, but they cheered loudly 
the president 
reciprocating 
with 


smiles and handshakes. 


At night his period of glory was 


over. A new government went in 
and the present went- out. 


The cabinet of President Leguia 


has resigned in consequence of the 
crisis precipitated by the revolt of the 
garrison and a new minister has been 
appointed its place. 
An official announcement of the 


ministerial change did not state rea- 
sons. . In Peru the ministers are ap- 
pointed by the president and hold 
office only at hi* pleasure. 
Uttle is avaHa" le of what has hap- 


pened to the south, where at least 


Arequipa is in the hands or the in- 
surgents, but complete order reigns 
here. An official announcement said j 
the cruiser Bolognesi and the BUD- j 
marine R-3 had sailed for Mollendo' 
In order to blockade that port. 


Augusto Leguia received his early 


education in Chile and served in the 
Peruvian army from 1879 to 1881. 
Later he entered business and be- 
came head of the Latin American 
department of an American Insur- 
ance company. In 1903 he turned his 
attention to politics and five years 
later was elected president. 


Trouble developed quickly and in 


Mav 1909, a revolution broke out in 
Lima which nearly cost him his life. 
The revolt was put down and he 
finished his term which was a rather 
stormy one, with foreign complica- 
tions. In 1»J3 Leguia. was driven 
into exile and for six years was 
forced to remain out of li-'s native

HALIFAX ON WAY TO U.S. 
Halifax, X. S.—(.^P)—The German 


seaplane B-1422, carrying 
Captain 


"Wolfgang von Gronau, German avi-

After 
serving as governor from 1914 to 
1917 Ferguson was ousted, and failed 
for the nomination in 191S. Mrs. 
Ferguson became governor in 1924. 
She was defeated for renomination 
by Gov. Ban Moody in 1925. Fer- 
guson's impeachment was ruled as 
barring him from the present race. 


Sterling will be opposed in the Xov- 


ember election by Dr. George C. 
Butte of Austin, a Republican. The 
Democratic nomination has 
been 


equivalent to election since Recon- 
struction days. 


INCOME TAXES REVEAL 


SUBSTANTIAL INCREASE 
tVashington —C/P)— Income taxes 


and other internal revenue receipts 
showed a. substantial increase for the 
fiscal year just ended, despite the 
1 per cent income tax rate reduction 
in effect the last six months. 


A preliminary statement by the 


bureau of internal revenue set the 
total collections for the 12 months 
ending June 3« at $3.040,145.733, an 
increase of 
$101.091,357 over 
the 


preceding year's receipts. Of the to- 
tal $2,410,259.230 was in income tax- 
es, accounting for almost ?79.000,000 
of the increase.

Examination of the aged couple by 


Dr. F. P. Dohearty, county physi- 
cian, revealed that Mr. Schultz re- 
ceived a crushed chest, broken right 
arm and a possible skull fracture- It 
is believed he was thrown from the 
rear seat against the windshield, and 
then out of the car. 


DIE AFTER CRASH 


Mrs. Schultz's injuries included a 


crushed chest, broken right arm and 
a possible broken neck which prob- 
ably caused her death. Both persons 
died a few minutes after the acci- 
dent and before an ambulance reach- 
ed the scene. 


Injuries to Albert Schultz include 


skull fracture, broken left shoulder 
and five broken ribs. He recalled in- 
cidents previous to the accident 
Monday morning, but had no recol- 
lection regarding the crash or what 
followed. 


Mr. Schultz was born in Mechlen- 


berg, Germany, March 15, 1551, and 
came to the United States in 1866, 
going to Greenville where he had 
lived since. Mrs. Schultz was born 
in Prussia Oct. 31, 1852. and came to 
the United States in 1S67, residing at 
Buffalo, X. T.. where the coapie was 
married March 27, 1871.

But I well realized when Sir Tej 
and I agrede to undertake the mis- 
sion that it would notTje a task of a 
day and of course I am going to see 
it through." 


VICEROY WORRIED 
The viceroy, although in splendid 


health, all too plainly feels the con- 
versation indicates his eagerness to 
have matters restored to a normal 
basis. He is most inquisitive and 
during a 40-minute talk with the As- 
sociated Press inquired the corre- 
spondent's views, -what he had seen 
and thought of the home rule cam- 
paign in Calcutta, Bombay and other 
parts of India. 


He insisted upon the details of such

lathis, or staves, and requested the 
correspondent's summary of the poli- 
tical and economic situation. He re- 
ferred to Gandhi-several times and 
although the viceroy is never quoted 
it Is safe to say assume that he 
thinks Gandhi a pretty smart fellow 
but altogether on the wrong track. 
As is often said in British circles, 
he has gone the wrong way about it. 


It also is no breach of confidence 


to say that the viceroy still holds 
virtually the same views as when 
he recently addressed the two houses 
of the Indian legislature and refer- 
red to the forthcoming round-table 
conference at London as a sustained 
effort to discover once for all "the 
more excellent way in which India 
and Britain, to benefit from each, 
can talk together." 


Once, also, when 
writing Mr. 


Jayakar, he expressed an earnest 
desire of the home government ana 
the Indian government to assist the 
people of India, "to obtain as large 
a degree of management of their 
own affairs as can be shown to be 
consistent with making provision for 
those matters in regard to which 
they are not at present ready to as- 
sume responsibility."

FOREIGN ADVERTISING 
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PROGRESS IN PROHIBITION 


PROBLEM 


That we are making progress toward 


thinking through the problems created 
jointly by the World war and prohibi- 
tion is indicated by four important 
incidents of last week. These problems 
have essentially to do with respect for 
law and the effective functioning of 
justice. Figures given out by the de- 
partment of justice after its first month 
of prohibition enforcement show that 
the courts of the country are clogged 
with prohibition cases. 
During the 


month of July 6,524 arrests were made 
for offenses of this kind and on July 1 
there were pending on the criminal 
dockets 22.1/3 cases. On August 1 the 
number of pending cases had in- 
creased. There were 1,392 convictions 
and 202 acquittals or quashed indict- 
ments. The sentences aggregated 12,- 
804 days in jail and the fines totaled a 
little less than a quarter of a million. 


Here we have an aggregation of 


facts that seem to show the futility of 
the whole prohibition experiment. If 
there is to be anything approaching 
enforcement the 
major activities of 


certain branches of government, in- 
cluding the judicial, must be given 
over to this one field. If we are to 
'•"compel" respect for law :-t means 
not only the filling of our pres- 
ent- jails and penitentiaries but 
the 


building of many more. And we must 
enforce the law at -whatever cost if we 
are to be consistent and invite volun- 
tary respect for law in general. 


Mrs. Ruth McCormick. Republican 


candidate for senator in Illinois, em- 
phasizes this fact in' a statement in 
which she agrees to be governed by 
the result of a referendum on prohibi- 
tion. Although a dry she will vote for 
repeal of the eighteenth amendment or 
modification if the people ask it. In the 
meantime, however, she takes her po- 
sition on the side of enforcement. She 
says: "I am for enforcement of all our 
laws and of all the articles of the con- 
stitution. I am in favor of enforcement 
that will justify respect for all federal 
laws." Although of the family which 
owns the Chicago Tribune she takes 
direct issue with that newspaper, 
which advocates nullification and vio- 
lation of the law. 
Between the two 


Mrs. ilcCormick is unquestionably 
right. If a law is unenforceable or its 
enforcement meets with popular re- 
sentment and becomes impractical, 
then the law should be repealed. That 
is the situation with reference to pro- 
hibition and no amount of sophistry 
in support of either the wet or dry 
cause can alter the facts. If prohibition 
can not or should not be enforced, it 
should be repealed or modified. 


The third incident touching lawless- 


ness to which we referred is the ad- 
dress by Charles Evans Hughes in 
Chicago in which he exnressed 
the 


opinion that the lack of respect for law 
is the greatest single menace to Amer- 
ican institutions that exists today. Mr. 
Hughes also brought out the important 
truth 
that both the security and 


the efficacy of the Union lie in the ap- 
proximate maintenance of the author- 
it}/ of the state within the proper 
spheres of local government and lo- 
cal policy. Whether Mr. Hughes had 
the prohibition situation in mind in the 
background was not disclosed, but the 
emphasis which he placed upon ade- 
quate safeguarding of state rights 
would seem to be significant. It is the 
duty of the supreme court to maintain 
a proper balance of powers belonging 
to the states and to the Union. An un- 
balancing of these powers could result 
in destruction of either the states or 
the Union. The eighteenth amendment 
is a step toward shifting this balance 
at the expense of the states. With Jiar- 
*ct<Lristic frankne|s Mr. Hughes ap- 


plauded the criticism of supreme court 
decisions as wholesome. 


Speaking also at the American Bar 


association 
with Mr. Hughes Mr. 


Wickersham declared that it requires 
no "argument to convince the larger 
part of our people of the moral force of 
the laws against murder, assault, law 
breaking, theft and other fundamental 
enactments for the protection of life, 
liberty and property.1* The inference 
regarding prohibition is plain. It is not 
enforced over the principal part of the 
country because there is no public 
opinion to support it. 


More and more our men of dis- 


tinction and repute are bringing them- 
selves to face directly the challenge of 
lawlessness, with all of the collateral 
questions it raises. 
In due time all 


issues of legislative and constitutional 
policy will have to be redflced to the 
simple test of enforceability and the 
maintenance of respect for law. Back 
of this, of course, is the difficult prob- 
lem of bringing into public life and 
places of responsibility men of honesty 
and courage, who are competent to 
govern and make laws and who will, to 
use the language of Mr. Hughes ,"be 
free from the corrupting influences of 
fear and-favor." 


POVERTY IN RICH COUNTRY 
In the midst of wealth we are poor. 


In the country there are crops which 
will go begging. In the cities the char- 
ities associations are giving out food. 
There are fruits dropping unheeded to 
the ground because it does not pay to 
hire men to pick them. 
In the cities 


men walk the streets looking for work. 
There are abandoned farms without 
number where a family might pick up 
food and shelter, though without any 
luxury or much comfort. In the cities 
men and women dream of the real 
world of growing things, but without 
hope. Why do not the men without 
work get to the farms without work- 
ers? It is a question often asked by 
people beginning to grope a little in 
the world of economic thought. 


Because they cannot, is the answer. 


The man in town without a job stays 
there hoping for another job till his 
savings are gone. It is too late then to 
think of the country. He couldn't pay 
the fare to get there, much less rent or 
buy a farm. He cannot get to one of 
the gardens. If he could, it is too late 
for this year's garden, even if he-knew 
how to make it, which often he does 
not, and without consideration of the 
drought. 
These problems are not 


solved so simply out of hand. 


THE DANGER OF DELAY 


The fact that one person in every 


seven over the age of 30 now dies of 
.cancer makes it extremely important 
that the general public take advantage 
of every facility that medical science 
offers for the checking of this disease. 
In this connection the current bulletin 
of the American Society for the Con- 
trol of Cancer prints an article that is 
worth quoting from here. 


"If there is one fact of which we 


have clear and certain knowledge," 
writes Dr. David Arthur Welsh, "it is 
that early cancer is often curable. Yet 
in this enlightened age one is astound- 
ed at the extent to which patients will 
allow cancers to grow before they seek 
advice. They hesitate and hesitate until 
they are indeed lost. Whereas, if they 
had consulted their doctor at an earlier 
stage, and the doctor had known what 
to do, a tragedy might have been 
averted. The experience of all who had 
dealings with cancer is darkened by 
those tragedies of 'too late.' I do not 
hesitate to say that many of the deaths 
now credited to cancer should more 
properly be ascribed to neglect." 


This is worth remembering. 
If vou 


ever find any growth on your body that 
.might, conceivably, be -cancerous—see 
your doctor at once. In that way only 
can you hope to reach safety.

BRET IIARTE-S BIRTH 


On Aug. 25, 1S39, Eret Harte, famous Ameri- 


can humorist poet and novelist, was born at Al- 
bany, N. Y. 


He left his home at 15 to wander to California 


to dig for eold. After three years of this arm 
teaching school the young adventurer got a job 
as compositor on the Golden Era. His occa- 
sional contributions attracted wide attention 
and soon he became editor of another paper, the 
"Weekly Califcmian. 


From 1S64 to 1S57 Harte served as secretary 


of the United Si are i Mint in San Francisco, but 
at the same time wrote poems for the news- 
papers. He later v-rotr "The Luck of Roaring 
Camp" an-1 'The Outcasts of Poker FJaf per- 
haps his best short stories. In 1STO he was ffiaae 
professor of liieiaturo at the University of 
Southern California, but left the post to go to 
New York to continue with his •writing. Some 
years later he v,-as appointed American consul 
ID Germany and Scotland. 


Ilarte's works, acceicing; to one critic, "give 


a view of early California that supplies an in- 
teresting supplement to formal history. Moot of 
3ret Harte's stories and poems depict life on the 
Pacific coast in the early days, but he describes 
life also in the Atlantic states and in England.

London — Because back in 1919. 


when the Treaty of Versailles tras 
being dravn up, President Wilsos 
littered a big and decisive negative 
to a. French land grab, statesmen of 
France and Germany are today mak- 
ing faces at each other over the fu- 
ttire of the Saar basin. It is one 
more proof of the fact that relations 
between the two countries are jast 
one crisis or dispute after another. 


In 1319, when the articles of the 


peace treaty were being discussed, 
the French, having 
been assured 


that they would get back their lost 
provinces of Alsace and Lorraine, at 
onee claimed the Saar valley also. 
They went into s. long rigmarole of 
history going back to ancient Rom- 
an times when they asserted the 
Saar was inhabited by the Gauls. 
They took his story up to as far as 
Xapo!eon:c days when, after many 
vicissitudes, they said the Saar was 
once more French territory. 
They 


were silent over the fact that for 
more than a 100 years it had bees 
German and that the Germans pre- 
dominated there in enormous num- 
bers. 


WANTED TO CONTROL. MINES 
But their real, honest-io-goodness 


reason for wanting the Saai- was 
economic. 
After the war of 1S70, 


when Germany licked France, it 
took away Lorraine and A Knee. The j 
Germans combined the iron ore of 1 
Lorraine with the inexhaustible coal 
supplies of the Saar and built up a 
tremendous metallurgical Industry. 
TVith Lorraine and its ore once more 
French. France wanted 
the Saar 


coal. The coal mines of the Saar 
were, the joint property of Prussia \ 
and Bavaria. The French said they 
could easily be ceded by those states. 


They demanded this cession as 


reparation for the enormous damage 
the Germans had wrought In the coal 
"mining regions of northern France. 
President TVilson declared at once 
there was nothing 
doing. 
"When 


France stated its war claims, it had 
referred to its frontiers of 1870, not 
ot 1814. Furthermore, such annexa- 
tion would violate the principle of 
nationality and self-determination of 
people and would hand over a popu- 
lation overwhelmingly German 
to 


the Frenh and thus create a new 
Alsace-Lorraine. 


WILSON DENTED PLEA 


The French then proposed either 


that the Saar be made into an inde- 
pendent state, but within the French 
customs union, or made a political 
entity under the League of Xations 
with 3. mandate confided to France. 
"Wilson shouted a vigorous "Xo" and 
it looked as if there might be a rup- 
ture in the treaty-making powers. 


It was then that Lloyd George. 


then British Premier, proposed a 
compromise which was accepted. The 
Saar coal mines were to be made 
the absolute property of France. The 
Saar would be taken from German 
rule and placed under the League of 
Xations. It would be ruled by a 
commission of five to be named by 
the League, one to be a Frenchman, 
one to be a resident of the Saar, not 
a French citizen and three to be of 
neutral countries. At the end of 15 
years there was to be a plebiscite to 
determine whether the Saar or part 
of it should continue under 
the 


League of Xations, join France, or 
rejoin Germany. In this plebiscite j 
of 1935 all people of 20 or over, who 
were citizens of the Saar* when the 
treaty was adopted, should have a j 
vote.

3—Various French industries en- 


joyed special advantages because the 
Saar was now within the French 
customs union. How -would these 
be taken care of if the Saar were 
restored to the German customs un- 
ion?

They are just two out of 1100 


aged men and women who have been 
given a new lease on life, new self- 
respect and courage by Delaware's 
One-Man-PensioH-Plan. 


DC PONT PATS PENSIONS 
The One-Man part of this plan 


is Alfred I. du Pont, of the du Pont 
Powder Company. He personally 
foots all the bills. When the 1928 
Legislature failed to pass an old age 
pension bill, providing funds to per- 
mit the state's aged indigents to re- 
main so far as possible in their own 
environment instead of being rele- 
gated to one of Delaware's rather 
antiquated ahnshouses, Alfred L du 
Pont offered to pay pensions to all 
eligible old folks until the state did 
enact legislation to care for them. 


Since last November, when the 


plan became operative, he has paid 
over ?200,000, equivalent to the in- 
terest on $5,000,000 at four per cent. 
Each month, 1100 old folks receive 
checks ranging from 510 to $25, de- 
pending on their needs. Anyone, re- 
gardless of race or creed, who is 65 
years or older, a citizen of Delaware 
and without means of support, is 
eligible for a pension, Every man 
or woman granted a pension by du 
Pont has been thoroughly Investi- 
gated by a committee, which In- 
cludes 100 ministers and is headed 
by Mrs. Laura C. Walls, of Lincoln 
City, a teacher who resigned to do 
this work. 


Du Pont, with his $100,000,000 or 


so, is perfectly •willing to finance 
the 
plan 
indefinitely. 
But 
he 


staunchly maintains that it is an 
opportunity for the state of Dela- 
ware to place itself in the vanguard 
of states with a social conscience. 
Therefore, based on the cost figures 
his committee has tabulated, another 
old age pension bill will be present- 
ed to the 1931 Legislature. 


"My feeling is that the State 


should care for these old people, 
which would permit every one in 
Delaware to feel that he or she 
was personally responsible for the 
care of them," Mr. du Pont told me. 


"Everybody then would share in 


the pleasure which Is accruing to 
me. Personally, I am realizing much 
happiness from this. But I feel, and 
I think the people of the state are 
united in feeling that this is an op- 
portunity for Delaware, and not an 
individual, to discharge Its respon- 
sibility to its old folks, who are en- 
titled until the day they die tc a 
small portion of the wealth which 
they have assisted in creating." 


BILL MAT BE PASSED 


Since public sentiment for humane 


legislation runs high In Delaware 
now and since actual figures are at 
band on which to base aa adequate 
old age pension bill, it seems likely 
that Delaware may take over du 
Font's work in the future. More- 
over, Delaware's State Treasurer's 
report, issued last month, shows a 
balance in the treasury of more 
than $12,000,000, a huge sum con- 
sidering the state's slight population, 
230,000. Delaware's revenue from 
the incorporation charter taxes as- 
sures it a large annual income and 
the inheritance ta-r also adds mil- 
lions. Incidentally, this inheritance 
tax was passed in 1917, largely 
through the efforts of this same Al- 
fred I. du Pont, who, before his re- 
tirement from political life, was the 
generally 
acknowledged leader of 


the Republican party in Delaware. 


Du Pont himself has always been 


interested in old age pensions. Twen- 
ty years ago his powder company 
inaugurated a pension system for 
employes who had worked there 10 
years or longer; an unique system 
in that the man continued to draw 
his pension even if he left the com- 
pany for work elsewhere. It is in- 
teresting, also, to know that not 
one of the 1100 pensioners under 
the present One-Man-Pension-Plan is 
a former employe of du Pont. 


Most of the old folks now drawing 


monthly checks are in the small 
farmer class, the odd-job workers in 
small towns or other manual labor- 
ers, mostly unskilled, though some 
fevr 
are 
educated folks reduced 


through no f auZt of theirs to the class 
of the needy. 


Many of the cases are pitiful. Two 


little old spinster sisters, left unsup- 
ported when their bachelor carpen- 
ter brother <Le<3. now have a pit- 
tance to support themselves, their 
canary and tabby cat. An old blind 
man in the southern part of the 
state now can pay board to a family 
that feels obliged to take him out 
for a walk every now and then. An 
old tenant farmer and his wife, who 
had lived :n Sussex County for 60 
yearsj borne and lost eight children, 
•were left 
destitute, dependent on 


their only living relative, an Im- 
pecunious street cleaner who al- 
ready had his own family to sup- 
port. He d:d find a place for the old 
lady to stay, but her husband was 
sent to the poor farm. Now they 
have a little two-by-four piece of 
land, raise their own truck and live 
contentedly. In Kent, a little old 
fellow who supported himself by 
handy jobs and enjoyed the reputa- 
tion of having a magic touch with 
sick pets, lost lus work to jounger 
men and was sent to the almshouse. 
The day he got the news of his pen- 
sion and Mrs. Wall went to call for 
him, 
it was pouring rain and, des- 


pite the fact that she was a half 
hour late getting there the poor old 
fellow was on the porch with his 
grip in his hand. He ran to her, 
fleet as a child, so delighted was he 
at the prospect of getting back to 
his little room in the boarding house 
he had lived in for 23 years.

Weather Experts Dampen 


Spirits Of "Rainmakers 


Washington, D. C. — Except for 


local precipitation in the form of 
perspiration, or tears, you can't 
make rain. Even the storms of de- 
mands that something be done about 
it, the overcasting of a vast area 
with clouds of depression, and show- 
ers of appeals for aid to the govern- 
ment at Washington have been of 
no avail in abating the 
record 


drought and its accompanying heat 
wave. 


There has been no rain simply be- 


cause there was no moisture, ac- 
cording to the chief forecaster of the 
weather 
bureau here, 
Charles L. 


Mitchell. "One of the biggest factors 
in such a situation," he pointed out, 
"is the fact that the more rain a. 
district has the more it is likely to 
recieve in the future, and the less 
that falls today, the less is likely to 
fall tomorrow. 


"Rain reaching the ground and 


its plant life is drawn back into the 
sky to rain again. But when we run 
short of rainfall there is no mois- 
ture to be drawn back, and conse- 
quently none to come down again." 


THEY CAN ONLY WATT 


"Weather experts know rains are 


bound to come, said the chief fore- 
caster, but they do not know what 
conditions will produce them. All 
they can do now is to sit back, Issue 
monotonous and discouraging re- 
ports, and wait for some unusual 
meteorological development to break 
up the vicious circle. 


"The disturbances moving across 


the country which precede most of 
our rain have been 
concentrated 


this year up in the Hudson Bay re- 
gion," Mitchell reported. "That is 
far north of the sections where we 
normally find barometic lows, with 
the result that the southern limit of 
dependable showers has been In the 
extreme northerly parts of this 
country. 


"Neither have we had any hurri- 


canes this summer. A good strong 
hurricane can be depended on to pro- 
duce rain over a -wide area. The 
break in the situation might come 
through rotating wind disturbances 
from the southwest, combining low 
pressure areas in that section with 
high pressure areas ha the lake and 
St. Lawrence valley regions." 


It is, Mitchell points out, a very 


very puzzling situaSon. All mete- 
orologists know is that none of the 
causes of rain have been present. 
They don't know why. They are 
sure there is some significance in 
the fact that there has been extreme 
precipitations in Europe while there 
has been extreme drought in this 
country. But they don't know what 
the connection is.

Even the government 
once had an idea that something of 
the sort might be true, so in 1S91 
Congress appropriated $9000 for ex- 
periments in rain-making. Most of 
the work was done in Texas under 
the direction of General Robert Dy- 
renforth, as a special agent of the 
Department of Agriculture. He set 
off large quantities of dynamite and 
exploded 
hydrogen-filled balloons. 


Sure enough, a little rain did fall, 
but weather men knew it was al- 
ready on the map and would have 
come down anyway. 


BOMBED THE HEAVENS 


In 1911 and 1912 the late C. W. 


Post tried to scare some moisture 
from the skies near Battle Creek, 
Mich. After one thorough bombing 
came a lusty shower that was hailed 
throughout the world as proof that 
rain could be jarred from the clouds. 
But the fact was generally over- 
looked that on the same day rain 
fell from the Pacific Ocean to be- 
yond the Great Lakes. 


There is a way by which rain 


could be made, according to W. J. 
Humphrey s^ who, as meteorological 
physicist 
of 
the 
United 
States 


"Weather Bureau, once wrote a book 
on the subject. But he points out 
that the trouble is with the en- 
gineering and economic phases of 
the problem, which would have to 
duplicate the method used by na- 
ture—the 
forcing upward 
of the 


lower, humid air to higher levels so 
that it would be condensed and fall 
again. 


Way back in 1S41 such a scheme 


was actually patented. One plan was 
to build a giant tube about 1500 feet 
high through which the hot, moist 
air from the earth would be forced 
into the cool skies. To check a rainy 
spell, it would have been necessary 
only to reverse the blowers and pull 
the chilled air down to earth: 


A serious proposal by Australian 


scientists in 1903 was to install open 
pots of chemicals when •would gene- 
rate hydrogen gas that would rise 
and In doing so create- an upward 
whorl. But to have generated enough 
gas to cause a real air current re- 
sulting in a shower would have tak- 
en the patient scientists, according 
to Humphreys, at least 2SO years. 


Putting the problem in more defi- 


nite engineering: terms, Humphreys 
calculated how much force would be 
necessary, on an average day, to 
raise the lower air, sufficiently to 
result in a half-inch rainfall over! 
the comparatively tiny District of 
Columbia- The result was 75,000,000 
horse power, •which all would have 
to be generated within an hour. 


BIG FIRES CAUSE RAINS 


Large forest fires are known to j 


create such upward air currents. 
and It has been proposed that cer- 
tain areas should be burned off so 
that some rain would fall. It would' 
work. But such a method would be i 
analogous to that of the boy who j 
got nd of the rats in his father's j 
barn by burning down the bu;iding. j 


Other methods proposed for rain-j 


making range from piping the cold J 
air down from the arctic to building [ 
huge screens which would catch and | 
divert drifting banks of fog toward 
the continent. Some have wanted to 
put cargoes of ice in balloons and let 
them drift in the upper air, and 
others would scatter dust over the 
sky so there might be nuclei about 
which moisture might condense. It 
might, but it doesn't- 


So, apparently, it isn't the heat; 


it's the stupidity. Dry America 
might better take a rain-making 
lesson from the natives of Sumatra. 
Their system, for physical comfort, 
carnival gaiety which would take 
one's mind off his troubles, and, as 
a matter of fact, for actual produc- 
tion of rain. Is better than our own. 
When a drought hits Sumatra the 
flappers go 
about with bowls of 


water and the men carry bamboo 
squirt-guns. 
Everybody drenches 


everybody else, throws water Into 
the air and shouts ecstatically: 


"The rain has comer

LAWLESSNESS AS 


PARAMOUNT ISSUE 


Association Should Foster 


Respect for Law, Justice 
Hughes Holds 
"

Chicago, J1L—Lawlessness in Amer- 


ica has assumed the Importance of a 
paramount national 
issue in th» 


minds of the leaders of the country's 
bar. 


That fact has been impressed force- 


fully upon observers who attended 
the fifty-third annual convention of 
the American Bar 
association here 


last week. The convention adjourned 
Friday, but the ideas which the con- 
vention brought into relief, as well 
as the problems which were scrutin- 
ized during the sessions, remain; and 
the ywill continue to loom large dur- 
ing the year to com«. 


"We are a lawless people," one of 


the association's committees declared 
in a report at the convention. The 
"we" referred to the American peo- 
ple. George W. "Wickersbam, head 
of President Hoover's national com- 
mission on law enforcement, told the 
delegates in plenary session; 
"it 


must be confessed that the general 
attitude of 
mind of the 
average 


American is not law-abiding." 


And Chief Justice Charles 
Evans 


Hughes, in another of the outstand- 
ing speeches of the convention, as- 
serted: "More important 
than uni- 


form laws or mere changes in pro- 
cedural details, more necessary than 
any statement of the law, is the fos- 
tering of respect for law itself, and 
the maintenance of the primary safe- 
guards of life and property against 
organized criminal assaults, against 
the debauching of our institutions by 
the capitalization of crime." 


AWAIT REMEDIES 


The remedies for the situation Indi- 


cated by such assertions and reports 
remain to be developed, at least to 
be realized, No one program, leaders 
of the bar declare, can be expected 
to solve them all. Further, there is 
sharp controversy between Individu- 
al thinkers as to what major courses 
would best be taken, 
Just as there 


are controversies 
concerning 
the 


causes which lie behind current law- 
lessness. 


"What the association as a whole 


thinks of prohibition 
is not 
yet 


known, but it may be known soon. A 
referendum of the membership upon 
the eighteenth amendment Is tmder 
way, 
and returns have come in from 


more than 15,000 of the approximate- 
ly 29,000 members. 


During the sessions here a sturdy 


effort by a small 
group 
of distin- 


guished lawyers—most 
of them re- 


puted to be dry 
in sentiment—to 


have the referendum stopped by or- 
der of the convention, 
failed over- 


whelmingly. This does not necessar- 
ily mean, however, that the referen- 
dum ever will come to completion; 
for it is of a nature permitting the 
members to quash it, if they wish, in 
returning their'votes. 


There has been widespread misun- 


derstanding concerning the referen- 
dum, 
and in view of its potential im- 


portance, it bears a bit of explana- 
tion now. By authority of the execu- 
tive committee two questions, to ba 
answered separately in separate en- 
velopes, were sent to each member 
several weeks ago. 


One question asked the member if 


he favored a referendum by the as- 
sociation on the eighteenth amend* 
ment. The other asked whether the 
association should favor repeal of 
that amendment. 
Only in case the 


answers to the first question show a 
majority for the affirmative will en- 
velopes containing the replies to the 
second be opened. The deadline for 
the balloting has been set for Oct. 
15, but in no case, 
it is announced, 


will the returns be made public un- j 
til in November. 
It is understood 


that the decision 
for delay results 


from a desire to prevent the returns 
being turned into ammunition by pol- 
iticians in the 
coming 
fall cam- 


paigns. 


Certain lawyers who 
favor the 


referendum and also " repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment have predict- 
ed in conversations this week that 
if the final result of the bar vote is 
for repeal, it will prove 
one of tha 


strongest blows struck at national 
prohibition. 


Bitterness, as one 
would expect, 


has attended the emergency of the 
prohibition issue into the life of tha 
association. 


One of the leaders of the opposi- 


tion to the referendum contends that 
it is likely "to split the association 
wide onen." 


BANKS ANOTHER ISSUE 


Another issue of tremendous im- 


portance to the lawyers of the coun- 
try is that created by banks, corpor- 
ations and other business houses in 
entering into competition with attor- 
neys. 


In this connection Judge Royal A. 


Stone, of the Minnesota 
supreme 


court, said before a. 
conference of 


delegates at the convention: "Bank- 
ers and trust oScers have been seek- 
ing to take 
over 
as much of our 


business as they can. "We are losing 
business, very generally." 
He was 


speaking, of course, as a member of 
the legal 
profession, 
not as a 


judge. 


Another speaker said that "an in- 


tense struggle for economic indepen- 
dence is before us." Collectors of ac- 
counts are in the field in competition 
with young lawjcrs. Title insuranc* 
people and trust companies are tak- 
ing business from experienced law- 
yers. 
And a complicating factor is 


that the profession is so large, and is 
increasing in number.
